T h e D i s p a t c h reporter was in the 
country recently and noticed tho vast 
amount of hay put up by farmers com­ 
pared with that of a few years ago.

Brain­ 
erd ^ local market can no longer absorb 
all of the surplus hay and sooner or 
later it must bo either shipped or fed.

are that he will have to pay the tax 
right or wrong.

mission. 
S p e a r’s te rm expired about 
one year ago and he was not reappoint­ 
ed. 
Rich was removed from the com­ 
mission by Governor Bell just before 
tile latter retired from office.

The indictments against tile Consol­ 
idated com pany and Brigham charge 
the sale of diseased m e a t in the state 
and also the shipment of such diseased 
meat out of the state.
